ORDER 


Adopted: September 20, 1999; Released: October 4, 1990 
By the Chief, Private Radio Bureau: 


1. On April 26, 1989, Michael Bilow filed a petition 
(RM-7247) to rewrite and clarify former Section 97.69 of 
the Commission’s Amateur Radio Service Rules. The peti- 
tioner also requests that the specific limitations on fre- 
quency shift in digital communications transmitted on 
amateur service frequencies above 50 MHz be replaced by 
bandwidth standards. No comments supporting or oppos- 
ing this petition were received. 

2. The Commission has recently rewritten the Rules for 
the amateur service. See Report and Order, 4 FCC Red 
4719 (1989), Errata, 4 FCC Red 6750 (1989), Memoran- 
dum Opinion and Order, S FCC Red 4614 (1990). The 
requirements in former Section 97.69 were organized into 
several new rules. No limitations on frequency shift, as 
such, are specified for transmissions above 50 MHz. The 
former term digital communications, is replaced by the 
terms data and RTTY emission types and defined in Sec- 
tion 97.3(c) of the Commission’s Rules, 47 C.F.R. § 
97.3(c). In Sections 97.305-97.307, 47 C.F.R. $$ 
97.305-97.307, data and RTTY emission types and stan- 
dards are authorized for the various amateur service fre- 
quency bands. The changes petitioner seeks, therefore, 
have already been accomplished. 

3. Accordingly, pursuant to Sections 0.131, 0.331 and 
1.401(e) of the Commission’s Rules, 47 C.F.R. §§ 0.131, 
0.331, and 1.401(e), IT IS ORDERED that the Petition 
for Rule Making filed by Michael Bilow IS DENIED.
